7:00pm - Call to Order 

Ken Tavares, Chairman of the Board, called the meeting to order at 7:00 p.m. and led the 
Pledge of Allegiance.

Before the meeting began Sean Page, Selectman, asked for a moment of silence for a retired 
fire fighter that passed away. Kevin Joseph Connolly died on January 31, 2017 and will be 
missed by all. Selectman Page passed on condolences on behalf of the Board of Selectmen 
and the Town of Plymouth. 


7:01pm - Public Comment 

Randy Parker came up to speak on behalf of Craig Brenner but Chairman Tavares told him 
he will have to wait for that Agenda Item to be called to order. 

Robert Spencer came up and touched on the turf for the fields at Plymouth South High 
School. He said if they don’t have it in the budget then they shouldn’t do it, adding that we 
still have to pay for the New Fire Station, the Sewer System and others. Mr. Spence said that 
no one in the Town is being accountable, not the Board or the Town Manager. He said many 
residents are disgusted with the way this Town is run. 
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Kevin Lynch was next saying that communication is important. He said comments like 
Robert Spencer’s shouldn’t have to be made. Mr. Lynch went on to say that the Town 
Meeting Members need to be as responsible as the Selectmen, and in order to do that we need 
information. He said he was trying to help them be better Selectmen. He then said that he’s 
spent a lot of time downtown and he commented about how rundown it has become. He 
challenged his fellow Town Meeting Members to grab a broom and sweep up the downtown 
area. 


7:07pm - Town Manager’s Report 

Chairman Tavares moved the Town Manager’s Report to next week’s meeting. 


7:09pm - Water Meter Program 

Jonathan Beder, DPW Director, came up to talk about the new Water Meter Program. Mr. 
Beder talked about why they needed to do this, and then he called Rich Tierney up to give a 
PowerPoint Presentation. 

Rich Tierney, Water Superintendent for the Town of Plymouth, came up and started the 
presentation on the new Water Meters. Mr. Tierney went over the following topics: 

• Why are we Replacing the Meters 

• Benefits from the New Meters 

• Project Contractors 

• Project Timeline 

• Installation Process 

• Making Appointments 

• Estimated Costs 

Mr. Tierney then opened the discussion up to questions from the Board of Selectmen. 

Sean Page, Selectman, asked how flexible they will be in regards to the installation 
appointments to which Mr. Tierney said they are going to extend hours into the evening as 
well as having Saturday appointments. 

Selectman Page then asked if the meters will be read or scanned. Mr. Tierney said that they 
will be read remotely and have the ability to be read from up to a quarter mile away. Once 
the meter is read it will be downloaded into the billing program. 

Anthony Provenzano, Vice Chairman, asked if they will still have the ability to manually 
read the meters, to which Mr. Tierney said yes and that it will also allow them to detect leaks 
before they become costly to the homeowner. 

Mr. Provenzano also asked if the installers will be CORI checked. Mr. Tierney replied by 
saying yes, and they will also be drug and alcohol tested as well. 

Ken Tavares, Chairman, said that this is what the gas companies have done giving them the 
ability to read the meter without having to walk up to the house. He also said that the 
quarterly readings will be very helpful to residents. 


Rich Tierney said it will definitely help those on fixed incomes and it will also help people 
monitor their water usage more accurately. 
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7:36pm - Water System Expansion 


Jonathan Beder came up once again to begin the presentation on the Water Expansion 
Program. Some of the needs and goals of this project are as follows: 

• Allow for future population growth and expansion. 

• Provide redundancy to allow for flexible withdrawal and distribution. 

• Allow Plymouth sufficient water for long-term sustainability. 

Mr. Beder then went over the main factors that will be going into this project as follows: 

• Project Need 

• Current Efforts 

• Project Benefits 

• Design and Permitting 

• Project Schedule 

• Opinion of Probable Cost 

Ann Marie Petricca then came up and talked about the well testing and design, and Ryan 
Trahan presented the construction, equipment and logistics behind the project. 

Chairman Tavares asked about the 34 million dollar cost and how it would be paid for, to 
which Melissa Arrighi, Town Manager, said it is spread out amongst the water users. 

Chairman Tavares stressed that we need to look at the intent of this project because we’re 
still looking at how we’re going to handle the sewer costs at the same time. 

Anthony Provenzano Jr asked if this project will improve and expand the current pressure 
zones, to which Mr. Beder said it will be its own pressure zone. 

Anthony Provenzano Jr then asked what the user base was and how many potential users 
would we be able to add. 

Jonathan Beder said right now we have around 14,000 users with the potential to add many 
more. He said the water enterprise fund is very healthy and is not like the sewer system 
which only has 3,000 users, He added that the water system supports itself and will assist in 
the cost of this project. 

John Mahoney, Selectman, said that with peak drought conditions and reliance on stressed 
water sources we see situations like Brockton that continue to draw water out of Silver Lake. 
He went on to say that Plymouth has the best water system and one of the top ten cheapest in 
the Commonwealth. Mr. Mahoney said it’s because we make investments like this and we 
need to continue investing proactively so we can meet the needs of our residents and in order 
to sustain future growth and development. 

Jonathan Beder said Mr. Mahoney is absolutely correct, our system is strong but we still 
can’t seem to pull water out of the ground quick enough especially in summer. 

Chairman Tavares said he has no doubt our system is strong but when the Commonwealth 
gets involved they don’t ask us to do something, they tell us what to do. He then said going 
back to the cost, what is the debt service, to which Ms. Arrighi said if we take a recess she 
can go upstairs and get that information. Chairman Tavares said when we make our 
recommendation we can get that information but we don’t need it tonight.

Selectman Page said with 14,000 users it will be roughly $2500 per user which does not 
sound l ik e a lot but people on fixed incomes will struggle so we have to concentrate on costs. 
Selectman Page then asked how much the state thinks we should be using, to which Mr. 
Beder said 65 gallons per day per person. 

Selectman Page then asked if one water tower would be enough, to which Mr. Beder said that 
is what we are analyzing but yes, that’s what we think. 

Chairman Tavares thanked everyone for their work and presentation. 


8 : 18 pm - Road Race Policy 

Craig Brenner of Plymouth Rock Racing came to the podium and asked if Randy Parker 
could come up first as he wasn’t feeling well and wanted to get home, and the Board granted 
his request. 

Randy Parker came up and spoke in support of Craig Brenner and Plymouth Rock Racing. 

He said when taking application the Town should take into consideration the fact that an 
applicant is from Plymouth or not, and that funds raised go back into the community. He said 
Mr. Brenner has been having his Turkey Trot for years and it’s been very successful and he 
hopes that the Selectmen allow him to have the race again. 

Craig Brenner then came up to speak on his own behalf. He began by thanking the Board for 
making time on their busy Agenda. He went on to say that he was here tonight to try and get 
back a race that South Shore Road Race Management has been trying to take from him. Mr. 
Brenner said that they went into Town Hall the very morning after his race to put in their 
application for this slot the following year. He thanked the Board for approving the proposed 
amendment to the policy at last week’s meeting, and then went on to read the current policy 
quoting the line “Events are scheduled on a first come first serve basis, subject to preference 
based on degree of benefit to the general public” and finished by saying this is a race that 
belongs in Plymouth and should stay in Plymouth. 

Steve Hall from South Shore Road Race Management came up next defending his race and 
application for this event. He began by saying their race has been successful for the past 10 
years. Mr. Hall claimed that Plymouth Rock RACING has been declining recently stating 
that only successful Races should be considered. He said that one of Br. Brenner’s races 
never happened because he didn’t show up which left everyone hanging. He also added that 
his company has given back over $500,000 to the community and that should not be brushed 
aside even though someone isn’t a Plymouth resident. 

Joe Serenti, Operations Manager for Plymouth Rock Racing, came up saying he manages the 
courses and the volunteers. Mr. Serenti went on to say we clean up after every race and have 
never had an issue. He said Plymouth Rock Racing is a local company, and when he reads 
the Road Race Policy the thing that stands out is Community. 

Mark Donahue, Town Meeting Member, came up in support of Plymouth Rock Racing and 
Craig Brenner. He said that he has volunteered for some of Mr. Brenner’s races and has seen 
nothing but fun and giving back to the community. 
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Dr. Michael Dozier, from Alaska and Plymouth, came up saying he and his family volunteer 
at the Thanksgiving Parade every year. He asked that the Selectmen reject the application 
form South Shore Road Race Management as Craig Brenner’s races are within the confines 
of Plymouth, adding that it is America’s Hometown Racing Company saying he gives back. 

Damon Nick came up speaking in favor of Plymouth Rock Racing. He said he’s a 
professional and a DJ and has volunteered for Craig Brenner. He said it was a joy and that 
Mr. Brenner also offered a Second Helping Challenge which allowed runners to run two 
races for one entry fee. 

Robert Spencer came up and said he can’t see letting a race company from out of town in 
before letting a local company in. He urged the Selectmen to help the people in Plymouth. 

Cameron Brenner, Craig Brenner’s son, came up and spoke on his father’s behalf. He said 
Plymouth Rock Racing has always involved Plymouth South High School and allowed kids 
to do community service. He asked the Board to consider rejecting the application from 
South Shore Road Race Management. 

Guss Diodato came up stating that he was watching from home and was compelled to throw 
on some clothes and come in to comment on this issue. He asked why they both couldn’t 
hold their races, and why we would discriminate against someone from Duxbury. 

Chairman Tavares called on Jessica Casey, Director of Economic Development, to come up 
and briefly go over the history of the Road Race Policy. 

Jessica Casey began by going over the current policy saying that during the summer of 2015 
there was a particular race where there were several complaints which forced them to look 
through the event policy. It was then that they realized that there were 20 pages that could be 
condensed and simplified into a few pages, which is where it stands today. Ms. Casey went 
on to say they have always followed those rule and will continue to for future events. 

Chairman Tavares then asked Craig Brenner if he had anything else that he wanted to say. 
Craig Brenner then came up and thanked the Board once again for allowing him the time to 
speak at tonight’s meeting. He went on to say that in the 50 plus races they have held in 
Plymouth, not one of them received a single complaint. He admitted that one race could not 
happen as his van broke down in New Hampshire, and he thanked Steve Hall for pointing 
that out to the Board. He finished by asking for a motion for the Board of Selectmen to reject 
the current application submitted by South Shore Rodd Race Management. 

Chairman Tavares then turned the discussion back to the Board for their comments. 

Anthony Provenzano Jr stated that these rules are the same regardless of being condensed. 

He also added that it clearly states “First Come First Serve” and said it seems cut and dry. 

Chairman Tavares announced a change in the Agenda saying that Bill Keohan’s Nephew was 
killed in an automobile accident over the weekend so he would not be able to present his 
CPC Articles as scheduled. Chairman Tavares then passed on condolences on behalf of the 
Town of Plymouth and the Board of Selectmen. 
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9:02pm - STM ARTICLE 14 - Triangular Parcel 

Kevon O’Reilly of the Plymouth Chamber of Commerce came up and spoke briefly on the 
parcel of land associated with STM Article 14 and the proposed use as a substation for one of 
two power companies proposing running a powerline into Plymouth. 

Chairman Tavares thank Mr. O’Reilly as well as Jessica Casey for their hard work on this 
project. He said that the Board hopes this can be done as it will bring needed tax revenue to 
the Town. Chairman Tavares also said that the Board is comfortable with this lot and thinks 
it’s a win-win situation. 

Chairman Tavares then announced that Jessica Casey had accepted a new position with the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts and that this would be the last time she would appear as 
the Director of Economic Development. He went on to say that she has been a strong force 
and brought on many improvements in that department. He thanked her for her service to the 
Town and said she would be missed. 

Anthony Provenzano Jr also thanked Ms. Casey for her service and dedication. 

Selectman Mahoney said that in sports there’s a phrase called “The Big Three” and we have 
that with Economic Development Director, The Finance Director and Town Manager all 
being female. He said our loss is the Commonwealth’s gain and that Jessica Casey is the 
Tom Brady of Economic Development. 

On a motion by Anthony Provenzano Jr and seconded by Sean Page, the Board approved 
moving STM Article 14 to the 2017 Spring Town Meeting. Voted 4/0 


9:20pm - STM Article 1 - Classification and Compensation 

Derek Brindisi, Assistant Town Manager, talked about the memos as they relate to this 
Article. He then went through the primary goals which are as follows: 

• Stipends: These would be used to recognize and reward non-union positions in 
Police and Fire for acquiring specific credentials. 

• Licensure: This would add language to give the Town Manager flexibility when 
considering certain Licenses and Certificates for non-union positions. 

• MOA - Meter Enforcement: This would add a Senior Step 6 once an employee has 
completed 10 years of service and is maxed out at Step 5. 

• General Housekeeping: This is to simply clean up some of the language within the 
Personnel By-Law that is either obsolete or incorrect. 

Chairman Tavares then asked the Board to vote on each of these individually.

He went on to say that some residents 
have requested more meetings during the summer to include seasonal residents. They also 
voiced their opinions that Priscilla Beach should be included in these parking fines as well.
